Dear Bill: 

In the July 27th issue of the 
Farm Tribune under the head- 
ing DEFOLIATION OF TREES— 
TULE RIVER you report a plan 
whereby trees in a strip approxi- 
mately 100 feet wide would be 
defoliated on the South Fork 
Tule River down to Success Val- 
ley, and on the other forks of the 
river down to Springville, an es- 
timated 55 to 65 miles covering 
about 700 acres. The proponents 
of this plan estimate that within 
the next 90 days prior to expect- 
ed rains an additional 500 acre 
feet of water would flow in the 
Tule River channel. They state 
that trees would return to nor- 
mal next spring, but that no per- 
manent damage would occur 


eed 


even if the program were used in 
successive years. 

I can certainly sympathize 
with the people downstream who 
are short of water. Up here on 
the North Fork Tule we are 
short of water too. But defolia- 
tion of an entire river channel 
is a drastic step which, though 
it might benefit a few, could 
have unfortunate consequences 
for a great number of other peo- 
ple. The news item states that 
there is ‘“‘one question unanswer- 
ed — who will pay the bill?’? — 
as if that were the only, or the 
primary point to be considered. 
In my opinion there are many 
others to be considered by the 
Tulare County Board of Super- 
visors who would be asked to pay 
the bill; by the U.S. Forest Serv- 
ice which administers much of 
the land involved — and admin- 
isters it for the benefit of all the 
people —; by those having juris- 
diction over the Tule River In-

They're Not Just Talking About The

SUCCESS VALLEY, Aug. 3 — 
They’re not just talking about 
the weather in Success Valley, 
they’re doing something about 
it, that something being the con- 
struction of an overhead sprink- 
ler system in the J. Dahle Frost 
citrus orchard to lower tempera- 
tures to a point that will prevent 
the excessive of 
small oranges. 

Experiments on a limited scale 
show that by putting a “spray’’ 
of water over tree tops, tempera- 
ture can be reduced as much as 
12 degrees. Frost says that on 
an orchard-wide basis, tempera- 
ture can be lowered 15 degrees. 

This means that even on the 
hottest summer days, orchard 
temperature can be kept in the

but there’s a little historical 
background involved. Remmer 
was once called the gambling 
king of northern California and 
Nevada, before he was sent to 
prison for evading a $63,814 in- 
come tax payment. But among 
his other accomplishments was a 
couple of summers at second base 
for the Porterville ball team... 
This was back nearly 50 years 
ago, and Marcus Jones recalls 
that for two or three summers 
Porterville imported the _ St. 
Mary’s college ball teams to play 
in the Valley league — and St. 
Mary’s was a hot item in col- 
lege baseball circles in those 
days. Catching for St. Mary’s 
was Harry Simpson, who still 
resides in Los Angeles and who 
each year does some loud drum 
beating for the Banquet of 
Champions in Porterville. Play- 
ing third base was Hop Lyng, 
who later became one of Alaska’s 
most prominent political figures. 


FROM NOT quite so far back, 
and certainly in a much more de- 
sirable area, comes a story out 
of Oregon that also ties in with 
Porterville. Seems that Charles 
Draper, who graduated from 
Porterville college in 1942 and 
went directly into Navy aviation, 
has been elected commander of 
the Oregon department of The 
American Legion . . . We got 
this bit of news out of a reprint 
from the “Oregon Legionnaire”’ 
that appeared in ‘‘The Ansley 
Herald’’, Custer county, Nebras- 
ka — the ‘‘Herald’’ coming to us 
from Dutch Schmid. Both Dutch 
and Draper are natives of Ans- 
ley; they attended Porterville 
college together, and Draper 
milked cows for the late Lovell 
Wilson while in college ... 
Dutch recalls that in a Porter- 
ville college football game, Drap- 
er was crawling around on his 
hands and knees in the huddle. 
Someone asked him what he was 
doing — the reply, ‘I just lost 
my two front teeth.” Sure 
enough, he had, and he never 
did find them. 


AS THE old vaudeville enter- 
tainers would say, ‘‘They loved 
us in Bishop.’’ Porterville’s Cen- 
tennial group that journeyed to 
the high desert over the week- 
end left no doubt in the minds 
of Owens valley citizenry that 
Porterville, as well as Bishop 
and Owens valley, is observing 
a Centennial. In fact a lot of 
tourists got the idea also, par- 
ticularly when the Confederate 
gun crew lined up in the middle 
of Highway 395, which is also 
the middle of Bishop, and fired 
a cannon salute to the stout- 
hearted men of Bishop — while 
a string of cars piled up for a 
mile or two in both directions. 

. The crusade to repeal wo- 
men’s suffrage stopped the show 
at the Bishop fair, and there 
was great cheering in the stands 
(by women only) when a fire 
truck loaded with Dolls arrived 
and ran the men right off the 
stage .. . Notable incidents: 
Col. Robert Natzke telling Adju- 
tant Marty Martin, ‘‘You light 
the cannon this time,’ and 
Marty becoming a confederate 
casualty when the powder blew 
out the touch hole and singed 
his face.. Marty spent two hours 
at a Bishop hospital while a 
doctor picked powder out of his 
face but he was full of “the show 
must go on” spirit . ..

ib, igo TOO LONG AGO, ANY HIGH SCHOOL STUDENT 
who even thought about playing jazz or dance music 
at a school assembly was likely to be thrashed with a rolled- 
up Down Beat. 

But things have changed. 

According to Buck Shaffer, leader of the Porterville 
(Cal.) Union High School “Studio Band,” there are ‘more 
than 5,000 school dance bands in the States today, many 
of them fronted by _ professional 
musicians like himself who grew 
tired of the bus rides, one-nighters 
and uncertainty that goes with gig- 
ging around the country as a pro. 

Shaffer’s highly touted Studio 
Band, which consists of 16 teen-age 
musicians (ranging from 14 to 19 
years of age), is onan Armed Forces- 
sponsored tour of the Far East, using 
their summer vacations to play— 
free-of-charge—anywhere and every- 
where they can muster an audience.

E CAUGHT THE BAND AT 

a the Washington Heights Offi- 
SHAFFER cers Club and came away thoroughly 
impressed. They have a big, mellow sound and can swing 
their way from Clyde McCoy (featuring trumpeter Larry 
Lindgren) to Stan Kenton with assurance. 

Although the Newport Youth Band,. which gained re- 
cognition at the Newport Jazz-and-Flying-Fists-Festival, is 
a more famous aggregation, it is Shaffer’s belief that his 
band has been around longer. (It was formed eight years ago.) 


“We couldn’t do all this without an understanding 
superintendent,” says Shaffer. “Back home we average a 
job every other night of the school term. The boys don’t 
get paid, though. We put the money into a central fund 
and use it for trips at the end of the year.” 


To date, this no-individual-pay system has paid off 
handsomely for the band. Last year they traveled to the Tri- 
State Music Festival held in Enid, Okla. In 1958 they toured 
for SAC during the Easter holidays. They have blown at the 
Hollywood Palladium and have two LPs to their credit (a 
stereo LP will be released this fall). 

HAFFER, A FAST-TALKING, TENNESSEE WILLIAMS 
look-alike from West Virginia, rightfully mourns the 
passing of the big band, which was in its prime right after 
World War II when Woody Herman, Stan Kenton, Claude 
Thornhill and Charlie Barnett were wailing to the cash 
register’s merry ring-a-ding-ding. 


“In those days,” says Shaffer, “they used to rate the top 
10 bands in the nation. Today, they don’t HAVE 10 top 
bands. I blame it all on the barbecue pit. That’s right. 
The average Joe puts one of those things in his back yard 
and comes Saturday night he stays home and cooks steaks. 


“People used to go to dance halls, too. Today they 
don’t mingle as much. Every little town in southern Cali- 
fornia has an Elks Club, a V.F.W. Club... places like that. 
They go to these clubs with a small group of friends and 
listen to combos—not big bands.” 


Nevertheless, the Studio Band, under the capable direc- 
tion of sax man Shaffer, is doing its best to bring back that 
bygone era of brass and reeds.

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THOSE GOOD OLD FOOTBALL 
DAYS WERE GOOD OLD DAYS 


On Thanksgiving Day in 1955 | 


we took our football shoes off 
after having played in a winning 
effort in the Lindsay Olive Bowl. 
That was the last football game 
we played. And here in August 
as we see the 1961 football sea- 
son start to unfold we can’t help 
feeling a bit nostalgic. 

We foolishly think that we 
would like to give it one more 
try. Then we remember three 
weeks ago, when Ronnie Hale, 
P’ville’s most ardent trout fish- 
erman, took us down Yucca 
Point into the Kings River can- 
von for an afternoon of fishing. 
We remember how we staggered 
up to the car at 10 that night, 
our legs limber like well boiled 
noodles and our lungs sore and 
burning. Then we decide that 
the best place for us is in the 
stands watching the gladiators. 

But our six football seasons 
gave us lots of 
good times along with the aches, 
pains and stitches. In Septem- 
ber of 1950 we had just retrrned 
from. a summer in Northern Cali- 
fornia where we had worked at 


memories and 


various times in a lumber will, 
almond grove. and as a_ peach 
swamper. We strolled onto the 
Hanford high school compus that 


fall a 14 year old 200 pound 
freshman in brand rew feed-sack 
shirt and Levi's. The first per- 


son we snoke to that day on the 
HUHS camrnus was lanky Chuck 


Huehs. the head foothall coach 
and former all-coast quarterhack 
from San _ Jose state.

Jacerated upper Jip in 
tackle against San Joaquin Mem- 
orial from Fresno, bent nose in 
game with Visalia. a 74-0 loss 
to Fresno High as a sophomore, 
and a 0-9 season record as a 
junior. As a senior we managed 
to pull ourselves into a second 
place tie in the Yosemite league. 

Then we journeyed to Porter- 
ville college to further our edu- 
eation and play a little football 
for Wayne Hardin. PC yields a 
multitude of memories. We re- 
member: after losing to Yuba 
J.C. when coaches Hardin and 
Sid Hall did not come to prac- 
tice the next week out of pure 
disgust. The following Saturday 
we heat Hancock college 35-0 
and were penalized more than 
200 yards. Later we had to 
fight our way out of Coalinga’s 
stadium following a brawl that 
took place on the last play of the 
game. Then there was the time 
when we challenged the fans in 
the stands at Salinas and nearly 
were mobbed. When Rob Ead- 
wards, our ace right tackle, play- 
ed the entire 1955 season inelud- 
ing the Olive Bowl game and at- 
tended clsas just once. When 
Bob Salyers, our center, caught

a pass in a game and we tried to 
cover up the fact that he was in- 
eligible by playing the next two 
plays with him at end and the 
end at center. When Fresno 
J.C. played here in 1955 and dur- 
ing the wild second half the ref- 
erees were nearly mobbed and at 
one time we had 30 yards march- 
ed off against us. When full- 
back Bob Wiley ran a 96 yard 
kickoff return against C.O.S. in 
1954 and when he avenged 41 
yards a carry against Reedley in 
1955.

done before the sprinkler system , 


is actually installed; working 
with Frost is Peter Mueller-Beil- 
schmidt, agricultural engineer, 
and Howdy Hickerson, of Val- 
ley Welding and Machine works. 

Being tied in with the over- 
head system is a_ hose -type 
sprinkler system already in use 
in the Frost grove, however, ir- 
rigation and cooling have dif- 
ferent aspects. In irrigation low 
volume sprinklers are placed as 
necessary to put water exactly 
where the grower wants it and 
in amounts that he needs. 

In the overhead cooling sys- 
tem much higher pressure is 
used, types of sprinkler heads 
are being tried that place the 
water over a wide area and that 
break up the stream; the cooling 
process is not an exact applica- 
tion of water, as is irrigation, 
but rather a system to pull down 
temperature — and increase hu- 
midity — over the general or- 
chard area. 

Just how many overhead 
sprinklers will be used, and the 
spacing required, have not been 
determined as yet for the Frost 
grove; consequently the per acre 
cost has not been pinned down.

Frost grove: Sprinkler water 
does not burn citrus trees, ra- 
ther it appears that the trees 
respond to the water and lower 
temperature by stronger than 
usual growth; by lowering tem- 
perature and increasing humid- 
ity, trees take less water out of 
the ground on hot days; temper- 
ature drop can be accomplished 
within a matter of a few minutes 
after sprinklers are turned on. 

Frost warns that before any 
other citrus grower tries cooling 
by sprinklers, he first have his 
well checked to be sure that his 
water does not contain any 
chemical that would be injurious 
to trees. 

Although the Frost cooling 
system is being tied in with 
his existing irrigation system in 
order to keep expenses down. 
both Hickerson and Mueller-Beil- 
schmidt see considerable econ- 
omic possibilities in the over- 
head sprinkler system as a mul- 
tipurpose orchard unit if a grow- 
er is ‘‘starting from scratch” on 
sprinklers.

They point out that such a: 
system could be used for cooling, 
for irrigation, for application of 
commercial fertilizer, and also 
for frost protection. 

Actually an experiment along 
this line is now in its second sea- 
son on a three-acre plot at the 
Ed Atwood ranch in the Strath- 
more district. 

Cooling of crops by sprinkler 
water is not a new idea; the sys- 
tem is being used on a practical 
and commercial basis in the 
Coachella valley, particularly on 
grapes, and in European coun- 
tries control of temperature by 
water is a common practice. 

As Frost puts it, ‘“‘We’ve gone’ 
to great lengths to protect our 
citrus orchards from cold wea- 
ther; it’s just as logical and 
practical to protect our crops 
from hot weather.”

“You take the high road, I’ll 
take the low road’’, are verses 
familiar to all of us.. But the 
friendliness they imply doesn’t 
seem to carry over into discus- 
sions about the location of new 
freeways. Painful experience 
has demonstrated only too well 
that whether a particular free- 
way is designed as ‘high’ or 
“low”. can split communities 
wide apart, and create friction 
between local groups and state 
highway authorities. 

We in the Legislature have 
been given the responsibility for 
determining what routes between 
what communities will be in- 
cluded in our California free- 
way and expressway system. 
However, since right-of-way, en- 
gineering and other similar fac- 
tors cannot be spelled out in 
law, the final say as to exact 
routes must be left to the state 
highway engineer and the state 
highway commission. 

For the past several years, 
freeway locations have raised 
storms of acrimonious argument, 
first between various elements 
within the affected communi- 
ties, and then between the local- 
ities and the state authorities. 
San Francisco and Sacramento 
are typical of cities where such 
controversies have raged for long 


periods. 
Community officials and local 
residents have complained at 


length that existing procedures 
did not give them adequate op- 
portunity to explain their prob- 
lems about particular freeway 
proposals, to suggest more 
acceptable locations. State high- 
way authorities have asserted 
their intention of consulting 
fully with local agencies and 
interested groups in fixing pre- 
cise routes.

dian Reservation; by the Divi- 

sion of Fish and Game; by the 

owners of private land along the 

channels, and especially by the 

people of this part of Tulare 

County. 
| 1. The plan, if effectuated, 
would change the green, tree 
lined channels of the river from 
a thing of scenic beauty to one 
of ugly desolation. Anyone who 
has seen girdled, dying trees can 
easily picture 60 miles of oaks 
and sycamores in that same ap- 
parent condition. 

2. If the plan were successful 
in producing the estimated wa- 
ter savings there would certainly 
be a continuing demand for 
such a program. The news item 
infers as much by the statement 
‘no permanent damage would 
occur even if the program was 
used in successive years.”’ Cali- 
fornia is always short of water, 
even in good years. There will 
always be a demand for more 
water. 

3. If-the maximum amount of 
water were to be conserved then 
the ‘next logical step would be 
te spray in spring and early sum- 
mer when trees were drinking 
maxiinum quantities of water. 
That would mean a channel of 
apparently dead trees all sum- 
mer long. 

4. If summer-long defoliation 
were attained in order to pro- 
duce more water the next step 
could very easily be one which 
would result in a permanent kill 
of all the trees. I question 
whether the thousands of people 
who drive these tree lined routes 
each spring would willingly ac- 
cept such a scenic loss. 

5. Unless the estimates of wa- 
ter savings for this summer and 
fall were based on studies made 
at this time of year, and during 
a similar dry year, when trees 
are subsisting on bare minimum 
amounts of water, these esti- 
mates could be far too high. In 
any case it would be difficult to 
determine the amount of water 
saved because nights are already 
growing longer and cooler with 
the natural result that springs 
and water in channels normally 
begin to rise in late August and 
in September. 

6. Would the up-stream land
